The suit which Attorney General Jack- 
son brought last September to forfeit 
the charter of the New York City Ratl- 
way, on the ground that the corporation 
had been {insolvent for more than one 
year, was on trial before Justice Vernon 
M. Davis, in the Supreme Court, yester- | 
day. The present action was Mr. Jack- 
50n’s reply to the appointment of re- 
ceivers for the railway by Judge La- 
combe, in the United States Circuit Court. 
The Federal suit was based on a claim 
of temporary insolvency, and Judge La- 
combe emphasized the contention that 
the condition was temporary in appoint- 
{ng recelvers, . 

A decision of the State courts forfeit- 
ing the charter would take the corpora- 
tion for final Nquidation out of the Fed- 
eral jurisdiction. Receivers have already 
been appointed in the State courts, and 
thus the possibility is presented of having 
the New York City Rallway in the hands 
of State receivers while the Metropolitan 
Street Railway, the operating company, 
remains tn the hands of Federal .re- 
ceivers, 
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Davis, whereupon Mr. Limburg undertook 
to ascertain how the discount of 30 per 
cent, came to be paid on the notes of the 
Interurban and who profited by it. Mr. 
Cravath again objected on the ground 
that the question was a material one in 
the pencms suit of the Federal receivers 
of the New York City Railway against 
the Directors of the Metropolitan Secu- 
rities Company seeking an accounting.

The movement in the House of Repre- 


‘pentatives to “ galvanize” the numer- 
®us committees supposed to be charged 
jwith watching the expenditures of the 
feveral departments is naturally at- 
tributed to Speaker Cannon’s growing 
toolness toward the Administration.

JAMES H. OLIVER DEAD. 


Was Producer of the Chilled Steel 
Plow and Employed 5,000 Men. 


SOUTH BEND, ‘Ind., March 2,.—James | 
H. Oliver, the wealthy plow manufacturer, 
died here this morning. 

Hie was born at Roxburgh, Scotland, | 
Aug. 28, 1823. In 1836 his family came to} 
this country and settled at Geneva, N. Y. 
He worked on a farm for a time and| 
then went to Indiana, where he became 
& mill worker. He soon accumulated 
enough money to set up in business for] 
himself, and in a small way began to 
manufacture plows. 

He began experimenting to produce a 
chilled steel plow, which others, after re- 
peated trials, had declared an impossibility. 
Oliver was successful, however, and after} 
producing several other inventions he| 
turned out what he named the “ Oliver 
chilled plow.’’ 

Almost immediately the demand became 
80 great that Oliver had to enlarge his 
plant. He built a new plant in 1875 which | 
covered thirty-two acres and gave em-| 
| ployment to 5,000 men.

NEW LAWS BURDENSOME 


The Report Says That Public Confi- 
dence Was Disturbed by Fear of 
National and State Interference. 


The annual report of the Pennsylvania 
Railrozd for 1907, made public yesterday, 
while showing the highest earnings in the 
history of the road, illustrates strikingly 
the tendency in the operation of the rail- 
roads of the country last year—heavy in- 
ereases in gross earnings, with even heav- 
fer increases in operating expenses, due 
@% increased wages, the additional ex- 
Penses required by new laws, and the 
@reater cost of material of all kinds. 
These conditions, so far, at least, as the 
increases in gross earnings are concerned, 

have changed materially since last Fall, 
but they all stand out prominently in the 
Pennsylvania’s report. 

The gross earnings of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad for the year amounted to $164,- 
$12,825, an increase of $16,572,943 over the 
previous year. But operating expenses 
fnoreased even at a more rapid pace, 
amounting to $17,801,704 more than in 
1006, with the result that the Pennsyl- 
Vania’s net earnings showed a falling off 
ef $1,402,891. The net income for the 
year was $33,575,056, a decrease of $2,090,- 
944. Out of this, $21,908,435 was pald in 
dividends, $2,500,000 was appropriated for 
the extraordinary expenditure fund, and 
$8,260,651 was expended on revision of 
grades and other extraordinary expendi- 
tures. 

Through various profit and loss read- 
justments $4,648,576 was added to the 
profit and loss account, and there was 
charged through this account $7,000,000 
toward the construction of the ‘New York 
tunnel and terminal. The total amount 
mow charged off on this work, the amount 
of the cost, in other words, which has 
mot been capitalized, is $30,000,000. The 
amount &o far added to capital account in 
connection with this work is $89,541,414, 


making the total cost of the work to date | 
about $69,000,000, The report states that| 


there will be substantial credit arising 
from the sale of rea] estate not needed 
by the railroad. 

The two-cent-fare law in Pennsylvania, 
which prevailed a part of the year until 
the law was declared unconstitutional, 
clearly failed, the report says, to offset 
By way of increase in traffic the loss of 
revenue and the higher cost of operation. 

With the exception of some relief freight 
lines which are not now needed, substan- 
tially all the work laid out in 1902 has 
been completed. The expenditures for 
4mprovements this year will be confined 
practially to the New York tunnel line 
and to work directly connected with that 
undertaking. It is expected to have this

BUSINESS FAILURES INCREASE! LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Artificial Rubies and Drilled Pearls | 


Not Jewelry—Other Decisions. 


Artificial rubles and emeralds and iml- 
tation pearls drilled through are not 
“jewelry '"' within the meaning of the 
Dingley tafiff,\as construed by the Board | 
of United States General Appraisers yes- 
terday, 

The ruling of the Customs Court was 
called forth by protests by Frederics & 
Co. and others of New York, who ob- 
jected to the classification of 60 per cent. 
imposed by the Collector. After a con- 
sideration of the testimony, the board is 
of the opinion that the artificial rubies 
and emeralds are dutlable at 10 per cent., 
while the pearls are allowed duty on the 


basis of 20 per cent. The Government is 
ordered to refund the exces duties col- 
lected. 

General Appraiser Fischer handed down 
a decision for the board denying a claim 
filed by Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher 
of New York. It is mejd that bag-like 
covers for photographs must stand duty 
at 35 per cent. under the provision in 
the tariff for ‘‘ manufactures of paper.” 
The importers maintained that the mer- 
chandise should be admitted at only 20 
per cent. as ‘‘ paper envelopes." 

Judge Somerville wrote a decision hold- 
ing that in instances where the Board of 
Health of the City of New York con- 
demns and seizes decayed fruit before it 
has left the custody of the Custom House 
officers, no duty fegall accrues on the 
importation. It is held that such an 
entry constitutes a non-importation within 
the meaning of the tariff act. The protests 
stood in the name of Brucato Brothers 
and others of New York.
